The ponderous battleship, clothed 


-with foot-thick armor, bristling with 
halt a hundred guns, crammed with 
costly products ot the steel mill and 
the machine shop, and representing 
an investment o£ seven millions of 
the nation's* money, expresses our 
twentieth century ideal of the most 
perfect fighting machine for naval 
warfare. 
War is costly; upon the 


• 
high seas it is enormously so. 
The 


history of naval warfare proves that 
there is no short cut to success, and 
certainly none by 
any 
byway of 


cheap, "kill-all" devices, warranted to 
deal out superlative destruction to 


' " 'enemy at a minimum depletion of the 


national funds. 


; 
It is for some very good reasons 


that, in the evolution of the modern 
navy, there has been a growing ten- 
dency to increase the size and cost 
of the individual unit. 
The law of 


evolution is as inexorable in a war- 
ship as in the processes of natural 
life; and in leading us to the best 
possible type it is scarcely less sure 
a guide. 
So complete is the inter- 


change of ideas among the naval ar- 
chitects of the world, and so singular- 
ly free are they from that tendency 
to cling to national types, which in 


1 other spheres of activity prevents un- 
fettered development, that we are jus- 
' titled in believing that the present 
makeup of our navies is about the 
best that could be devised for the 
work they have to do. 


Naval development, then, has al- 


ways moved in the direction of big 
units, that are slow and costly in con

battleships have grown in ten years 
from the 6,000 tons of a "Texas" to 
the 16,000 tons of a "Georgia" and 
our 5000-ton cruiser "Chicago"

stamps on their own account, 
lip to 


that time it had been the custom to 
dispatch mail without Ihe prepay- 
ment of postage, the fee1, according 
to weight and distance, being paid 
by the recipient as a general thing.

crude labels, the first bearing 
tin- 


words: 
"Alexandria Postoflioe, paH 


5 cents;" the St. Louis stamp repre- 
senting the figures 5. 10 and 20 cents 
just above the picture of the two 
bears, standing with their paws upon 
the seal of Missouri. 
In 1840 post- 


masters in Millbury, Mass.; Brattle- 
boro, 
Vt.; 
Baltimore,

Haven, Conn., and Providence, R. 1., 
followed suit. Copies of these stamps 
now sell readily at from $25 to $2,0im 
according to the number of copies in 
existence. 


In 1847 the United States issued 


two stamps, of the value of 5 and 10 
cents. The portrait upon the 10-cent 
stamp is that of Franklin, after a 
painting by Longacre. 


A reproduction of Stuart's famous 


painting of Washington, withing an 
ecipse, appears upon the 10-cent de- 
nomination: the words, "Ten cents" 
and two large "X's' on either lower 
portion, and "U. S. Postoffice" on the 
upper part, all in black, complete the 
stamp. 


After two years' experience it was 


found that two values were utterly 
inadequate to meet the demands ol 
the people; in fact, the issuance of 
postage stamps seemed to have given 
a stimulus to letter writing, and in 
1851 what may be termed the first 
regular series of United States post- 
age stamps was issued. 
There were 


eight denominations: 
3, 3, 5, 10, 32, 


24, 30. 9o cents, and Washington face 
was upon five of them. Franklin ap- 
peared upon the 1 and 30 cents and 
Jefferson entered the arena upon f> 
cents. This series continued in use 
until 18G1. Up to 1856 all stamps 
had been furnished the public in im- 
perforate condition, requiring a knife 
or scissors to sever them, and copies 
of the 24, 30 and 90 cents, without 
perforation, unused, are worth a for- 
tune each. 


From 3 861 to 
1&8G the denomina- 


tions of 2 and 15 cents were add-jd. 
The full face of Andrew Jackson ap- 
pears upon the 2-'cent, and it is 
claimed that this is the poorest stamp 
from an artistic point of view the 
United States ever issued. The face 
is very large, covering almost the en- 
tire stamp, and printed in black, a 
most unsightly label. The face ot fch'o 
martyred Lincoln is imprinted upon 
the 35 cents, being a reproduction 
from a favorite photograph. This was 
Lincoln's first appearance 
upon 
a 


postage stamp, and since that time 
no series of regular postage stamps 
in the United States has appeared 
that he has not stood shoulder to 
ibouMer with Franklin and 
ton.

irst series of stamps in two cqlois. 


rather, a partial series. The head 


of Franklin appeai-s ujion, the 1 cent, 
a postman riding a •H.QV.s.e, going at 
jreakneck speed is depicted Upon the 
2-cent; an old-fashioned.,,wood-burn- 
ng, funnel-stacked locomotive is the 
central picture of the 3-cent; Wash- 
ngton's face is upon the 6-cent; a 
;reat eagle, with out-stretched wings, 
resting upon a shield, representing 
the 10-cent; an ocean stca.mi.hip, bnd- 
y tossed about, is the vignette of the 
32-cent. The two color stamps begin 
with the 15-cent'value, which repre- 
sents the landing of Columbus, after 
a painting in the Capitol building in 
Washington. 
The picture is in blue, 


with border and ornament work in 
light brown. The 24-cent is a repro- 
duction of Trumbull's famous paint- 


ing, 
"Declaration of 
Independence," 


in Washington. The picture is In pur- 
ple, border and ornamental work in 
green. 
The 30 cents represents an 


eagle upon a shield, in carmine, upon- 
a background of flags in blue. 
The 


portrait of Lincoln, in black, appeals 
within the background and border of 
carmine, iu the 90 cents. 
For vari- 


ous reasons this series of stamps was 
not a success, and was superseded a 
year later, in 18"0,by an entirely new 
set.

NO HELP FOR MACLAY.

Proctor Saye the Historian is Some- 


what Ignorant. 


Washington. 1). C-, Dec. 25.—Ed^ar 


S. Maclay has been removed from the 
naval storehouse service, 
and 
he 


knows the reason why., Therefore, 
he has no-ground for appeal to the civil 
service commission for redress. This 
in substance, is a statement made last 
night by Civil Service Commissioner- 
Proctor, when interviewed concerniui; 
the report that Mr. Maclay intended 
to contest his summary dismissal by 
Secretary Long. 


"Mr. 
Maclay shows that he is not 


a deep thinker," said Mr. Proctor, "by 
stating that tho civil service lay re- 
quires the appointing power to give 
reasons lor the removal of employes 
from the classified sen ice. There is 
no law to that effect. There is, how- 
ever, an executive order that requires 
that when an employe is removed 
from the service be has a right to 
know what charges are made against 
him. 
That ordei v. as issued to pre- 


vent injustice. 


"For 
instance, 
an unscrupulous 


chief of a division might recommend 
an employe for removal through pre- 
judice, or for some 
reason 
which 


might be unknown to the person af- 
lected. The ( x e c u t i u officer has i'ie 
right under the existing older to de- 
U-imiue whether the leason given is 
•iiiTieient, and there is no appeal from 
nis decision. 


"In the case ot Mr. Maclay there is 


nothing mysterious about the reason 
lor his rerrovcl. If he does not know 
why the secretary of the navy issued 
the order for his removal by direction 
of the president of the United States, 
he is one OL the few people in this 
•oiintry who ua\i_ not received light 
m that subject, ami hiy ignorance 
ihrow'H a large s-i/.ed shadow on 'iis 
liialHieations as nn' historian.

We 
have thus dealt with each other on em- 
pirical principles. We have thus made 
a wretched hush out of all social com- 
pact because acting as if we had noth- 
ing to do in discriminating between 
two antagonistic forces. 


For instance, truth or righteousness 


constitutes a certain spccilic group of 
relations closely connected with each 
other, evolving a corresponding sot of 
phenomena in human 
development. 


Kvll, wrong or falsehood constitutes nu- 
other i-crtaln specific group of relations 
also intimately connected with each 
other and producing a corresponding 
set of results in human growth. 
The

phe- 


nomena are diametrically opposed to 
each other and so, when mixed up, us 
we have most stupidly mixed them up. 
can prodm e nothing but chaotic, bar- 
baric conditions 
in the 
realm of 


thought, emotions and volitions, per- 
sonal and collective, in the world of 
matter or mind to which that dread- 
ful mixture may be attached. Hence 
the utter inutllity ot piety, philanthropy 
and personal purity combined without 
the element of social purity, of col- 
lective equity, of'Industrial honesty. 
FO utterly repudiated by all ;igcs and 
nations, but never <inlte ns much as to- 
day by our modern leading nations. 


And so wo are willing to do all WP 


can for each other except what Is 
right for all. We nre anxious to re.ili/,e 
till the good (hut is possible \i\ the 
midst of the legalization of bottom 
wrongs. We give to each other tin- 
spirit of equality In tbe bosom of the 
greatest and most criminal Int-quallth'H 
tho earth ever s:uv.

fourteen to be employed at uicht. or 
in the daytime unless able to read and 
write Pimple sentences iu English; this 
latter provision not to go into effect un- 
til January, I'.MW.

quarrel with each other ns they do and 
which could work together on all that 
is possible and necessary to begin with. 


All bottom reformers should remem- 


ber that no new social status can come 
out complete all at once. What can 
be done as a beginning is to establish 
certain fundamental principles of equi- 
ty In tbe most important relations be- 
tween men nnd the physical forces and 
elements around U3. The rest shall 
follow, cannot fall to follow as long as 
universal equity and freedom are tho 
goal, the ultimatum, the guiding star 
of the reform.
